Biit to return unto the main Fabrick; Our Fondation is Arminianiſaz, the Ar- 
minians, and ProjeFors, as it appears in the Pregiles, affect Mytatioz; .this we ſe- 
cond, and inferr by probable Arguments.

We are proyident and carefull that this Mercenary Army of 2000 Horſe, and 
20000 Foot, {hall be takenon, and in Pay before the Exciſe be ſettled, In form- 
ing the Exciſe, the Conrtry is moſt likely to riſe; If the Mercevary Army ſabjugate 
the Conntry, then the Soxldiers and ProjeFors ſhall be paid out of the Confiſcations; 
If the Country be too hard for the Soldiers, then they muſt conſequently ating, 
which is equally advantagions unto us. Our Sperlative Deſign is, to work the 
2 ents as well as the Catholicks, to welcome in a Congquerour, and that is by 
this Means: We hope inſtantly to diſſolve Trade, and hinder the building of Ship- 
ping, in deviſing probable Deſigns, and putting on the State upon Expeditions, as 
that of Cadiz was, in taking away the Merchants Ships, ſo that they may not eaſily 
catch, and light upon the Weſt-lndia '; ns es 
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
